A  Statemen  of  the  Beneficial  Work  Done  by  the  Ass’n. 


Report  of  the  Officers  of  the  Orphan  Asylum 
For  the  Year  Ending  September  9,  1917 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  German  Protestant  Orphan 
Asylum  was  held  at  the  orphanage  on  Mt.  on  Auburn  yes- 
terday  afternoon,  with  President  Daniel  Cherdron  in  the 
chair  and  Ferdinand  Steinbach  acting  as  secretary.  The 
only  business  on  hand  was  the  reading  of  the  yearly  re- 
port  of  the  officers  and  general  routine  work. 

President  Daniel  Cherdron  submitted  the  following 
report. 

To  the  Members  of  the  German  Protestant  Orphan 
Home : 

In  this  time,  when  the  torch  of  war  illuminates  the 
horizon  with  a  bloody  red,  and  the  rolling  thunder  of  the 
cannons  shakes  the  globe;  when  thousands  of  men  sacrifice 
their  lives  on  the  altar  of  the  fatherland  in  the  bloody 
wrestling  of  the  nations  for  the  existence  of  their  father¬ 
land,  for  wife  and  child,  for  house  and  home ;  when  thou¬ 
sands  of  widows  and  many  thousands  of  orphans  bewail 
the  death  of  their  faithful  bread-winner,  we  were  allowed — 
in  the  sunray  of  true  humanity — to  serve  on  a  blessed  work, 
created  by  ideal  sentiment  and  supported  by  sublime  mag- 
nanimity  and  true  humanity.  But  unfortunately  our  be- 
loved  country,  America,  was  dragged  also  in  this  most  ter- 
rible  war,  and  we  don’t  know  what  may  yet  bring  the  fu- 
ture.  Concerning  our  orphan  home,  we  are  prepared  for 
every  emergency  because  we  did  not  stop  in  the  last  year, 
but  we  were  always  looking  ahead  and — in  spite  of  all  prices 
being  twice  as  high — we  have  succeeded  by  unitary  work  on 
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the  architectural  alterations  to  have  now  a  first  rate,  Stand¬ 
ard  Institution  of  which  every  Protestant  Citizen  of  our 
city  may  be  proud,  and — should  we  be  called  out — we  will 
do  our  duty  as  far  as  possible. 

That  is  why  we  are  today  especially  proud  of  the  fact, 
that  we  stand  in  the  Service  of  a  magnificent  work  and 
that  we  are  allowed  to  offer  our  time  and  sacrifice  to  the 
same.  I,  the  President  of  the  German  General  Protestant 
Orphan  Society,  have  the  honor  to  inaugurate  the  68th 
annual  meeting  and  on  this  occasion  to  greet  cordially  all 
of  you,  my  dear  co-workers.  There  are  certainly  deeds 
which  are  praised  higher  by  the  work  than  the  activity  in 
the  Service  of  a  beneficiary  institution.  We  have  set  us 
the  task,  to  make  life  sunny  for  others,  to  work  on  our  own 
happiness  and  that  of  others,  not  egotists  but  philanthro- 
pists,  and  to  share  joy  and  grief  with  our  fellow-beings, 
modest  in  good  luck,  not  despairing  in  bad  luck  and  to  live 
so  that  our  deeds  are  corresponding  to  the  dignity  of  man 
and  that  our  life  is  useful  not  only  for  ourselves  but  also 
for  others.  Always  striving  to  enjoy  the  possession  of  a 
heart,  that  beats  in  love  for  those  who  need  our  help  and 
our  hands,  ready  for  giving. 

From  the  very  Start  this  work  of  charity  has  been  under 
the  sign  of  a  lucky  star,  and  it  has  been  conducted  tili 
today  by  good  people  who  had  written  not  only  on  their 
banner,  but  especially  in  their  hearts :  “Love  your  neighbor 
as  you  love  yourselves,”  which  was  and  is  proven  by  thou- 
sandfold  charities ;  because  in  the  past  year  also  we  have 
devoted  our  time  and  work  to  the  cause  of  the  orphans,  and 
we  can  sav  it  with  joy  and  satisfaction  we  kept  always  our 
eyes  on  the  interest  of  our  orphan  institution  and  on  the 
well-being  of  our  foster-children.  We  have  done  all  in 
our  power  for  our  orphans  and  we  will  also  prove  it  fur- 
ther  that  we  are  their  friends.  As  officers  and  trustees 
we  have  to  consider  that  it  is  not  the  acceptance  of  the  call 
alone,  but  the  spirit  in  which  we  follow  it,  that  makes  us 
useful  and  worthy  workers.  In  consequence,  let  us  go  to 
work  with  love,  joy  and  the  will  to  sacrifice  and  our 
Heavenly  Father  will  crown  our  work  with  his  blessings. 
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When  we  are  asking  now,  what  have  we  attained  in  the 
last  year  in  the  Service  of  the  cause  of  the  orphans,  I  can 
only  answer :  “The  Lord  has  done  great  things  on  us  in- 
deed.” 


We  had  to  give  through  the  year  three  meals  the  day  to 
a  family  averaging  135  people,  and  we  had  $30,000  ex- 
penses  for  the  rebuilding.  How  was  it  possible  to  pay  all 
those  expenses,  except  a  little  over  $4,000,  for  which  we 
are  still  in  debt?  On  our  festival,  which  we  postponed  and 
celebrated  in  September,  good  people  came  to  our  aid,  who 
have  a  heart  for  poor  parentless  children.  The  best  men  of 
our  city  worked  in  blue  Overalls  and  the  best  women  of 
our  city  helped  also.  In  consequence,  the  result  could  not 
be  wanting;  more  than  $21,000  was  the  surplus. 

I.had  the  impression  it  was  a  general  festival  of  the 
Queen  City.  I  cannot  find  enough  words  of  thanks  for  all 
those  who  helped  to  master  this  work  and  who  donated 
money  and  gif ts,  especially  for  the  Hon.  Judge  Wm.  Lue- 
ders.  He  is  a  friend  of  the  orphans,  who  has  helped  much 
to  the  financial  success.  Also  especially  we  owe  thanks  to 
the  committee  of  the  festival  for  the  good  arrangement  and 
the  businesslike  management  of  the  booths. 


In  reference  to  the  amount  of  children  and  their  dis- 
missions,  also  to  the  excusions  and  festivals  during  the  year, 
I  refer,  gentlemen,  to  the  exact  report  of  our  administrator, 
Mr.  Fred.  Brand,  and  I  will  remark  that  our  orphan-parents 
have  just  finished  one  industrious  year,  and  have  proven 
themselves  satisfactory  by  their  zeal  and  love  for  the  cause 
and  for  the  manyfold  duties  and  Claims  of  this  hard  office, 
and  for  this  reason  I  recommend  their  reappointment.
